Vancouver, M*y 2G. — Vancouvor was 
deserted city on the royal birthday and was 
little better the following duy. Five hun- 
dred peoplo occupied themselves at English 
15 iy, bathing, boating, otc. Twico as many 
people us tho boats would hold crowded on 
the wharf tn go to Nauaimo, and discretion 
had to be usod by tho captain aa to what 
conotiiuted a boatload. A largo number 
also visited the Capital and returnod well 
satisfied with their day's amusement. 

A shark twelvo fcot long was captured at 
Coil Hurbor by two boys yesterday. The 
monster bad his bend jammed between two 
log*. The boys secured him with ropes and 
then loosened the logs. 

Martin Hynds fell from a scaffolding on 
Sixth avenue on Thursday, a distance of 
thirty feet to t.ho ground. His loft arm ia 
injured and ho is otherwise badly hurt. 

Johnnie McDonald, a newsboy 15 years 
old, and a companion 10 years old, secured 
a bottle of whiskey on Queeu'a Birthday and 
celebrated Her Majesty's birthday by get 
tiDg drunk. The children wero remanded 
until tho man could ba found who had sold 
tham tho whiskey. 

Mrs. Thomas, wifo of Mr. ThomaB of the 
Oriental hotel, was thrown from a buggy 
and seriuusly injured to-day. 

Judgment in the Gordon vs. Cotton eon 
tempt of court caso was delivered this morn 
ing by Mr. Juatico Drake. Mr. F. C. Cot 
ton was committed on tho above charge to 
three months in the Westminster jail 
Sheriff Hall allowed Mr. Cotton Beveral 
hours to propare himself, and about 2 p.m 
drovo over to Westminstor with Mr. Cot- 
ton. The affair causea but littlo comment 
in the city. 

WESTMINSTER. 

New Westminster, May 26.— The total 
loss by last night's fire at tho Royal City 
mills was $00,000 with $25,000 insurance, 
Tho work of rebuilding will commence on 
Monday.

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, May 26.— Tho nomination of 
candidates to fill tho vacincy in the alder- 
manic board, oausod by the doath of Mr 
Ralph Craig, take place on Monday ; the 
election, if any, the following Thursday. 

The Nanaimo lacrosse team is practicing 
regularly now overy evening, and ia really 
getting into first-rate condition. The boys 
expect to more than hold their own in the 
match with the Victoria iuniora on June 2 

Dr. K. A. Pracger, who will be leaving iu 
a few days for California, will be tendered a 
banquet prior to hia departure by the Board 
of Trade, of which body he haa alwaya been 
one of the moat energetic members. Until 
tho yearly meeting of tho Miners' Modical 
committee iu July next Dr. McKechnio will 
ac^ as colliery surgeon. 

Rev R. R Ma t'anl will preach the cus- 
tomary oration on the occasion of tho decor- 
ating of tho graves of departed members of 
the Pythian order on Juno 17. A number 
of Victoria brethren have intimated their 
intention of taking part in thia memorial 
Eorvice. 

At the rfquest of a large number of citi- 
zms the Union Steamship Co. have agreed 
to allow the steamer Cutch to lie over here 
on Sundays, and to proceed to Vancouvor 
on Monday morning, thus giving an oppor- 
tunity to tho peoplo of the Mainland of 
spending tho day hero without having to 
wait until Tuesday to return, aa at present. 

On Tuciday evening the Council will 
again take up the consideration of the guar- 
antee to the olectric railway, as proposed 
by the promotera of the company. Thia 
subject has been the principal topic of con- 
versation in town all the week. The pro- 
vailing opinion is that an electric railway, 
with a Wellington branch, is just what ia 
noeded, and there ia but littlo doubt that if 
the matter bo laid before the ratepayers 
they will heartily endorse tho guarantee of 
five per cent, interest on tho required 
amount of capital for the time specified — 
twenty-five yeara. 

In celebration of tho aoventy-fifth anni- 
versary cf the birth of Queen Victoria tho 
city of Nanaimo had a very large turnout — 
the minors belonging to the Now Vancouvor 
Coal Company, and tho Wellington mineB, 
mustering in full forco with their familiea. 
A largo cxcuiBion arrived from Vancouver 
city and another from Union miuoa and 
Comox, tho latter numbering fully 150 
pejsons. The Joan loft Comox at 5 a. m., 
reaching Nanaimo about 10, which gave the 
excursionists amplo timo to enjoy them- 
selves in tho Diamond City ; loaving on the 
roturn trip between 9 and 10 p. in. The 
steamer Cutch, from Vancouvor arrived 
about thu same timo as tho Joan with a 
largo complement of pleasure soekers, who 
joined iu tho sports without delay. Tho 
firemen's tournament was much admired 
and so was tho regetta and athlotto aporta. 
Tho hose-roel contOBta woro grandly aua- 
taiuod. During tho forenoon stage-loads 
from Northfield mines and surrounding 
country • kept pouring in. An open air 
dance in tho evening was largely patronized, 
with great edal. 

At tho Union mines, Comox district, no 
special demonstration was mado, as the ma- 
jority of tho inhabitants who cared about 
display and sport had left for Nanaimo. 
The British fl ig, however, waa hoisted on 
tho Union hotol and on the " Cumberland 
House," and tho U.S. consul displayod tho 
" Stars and Stripes " in honor of tho occa- 
sion. 

Many of the Union ininea peoplo wont 
acrosa a forest country, about seven miles, to 
witness a rural colobration. Tho country 
poople turnod out tolorably woll, but tho 
programmo waa neither extensive nor woll 
carried into effect. Tho " sports " wore 
hold in a largo Gold, without any protection 
from tho sun, and tho afternoon turning out 
hot inolined largo numbers to seek tho shade 
and lagor boor. A ball in tho evening was 
woll attended.

A COM PLAIN 1'. 



To the Editor :— I have no wish to ob 
trude my private affairs upon tho publio 
notico, but aa part of your report of tho 
meeting in connection with tho building of 
Christ Church now cathedral haa caused a 
good deal of misapprehension and appoara to 
put mo in rather a false position, I trust 
you will allow mo' a short spaco in which to 
explain. 

Tho faota aro as follows : Tho late firm of 
Evers & Keith waa entitled to a premium of 
$750 for having submitted tho best design. 
This waa duly paid in September, 1S92, 
They aro also entitled to tho usual commis- 
sion of five per cent, in tho oxecution of tho 
work, and according to cuBtom half this 
commission is duo on tho plans and speci- 
fication, which have been in tho hands of 
the committee since Junuary of last year. 

Nothing, howovor, has yet been paid 
under this hoed. 

Further, and in pursuance of instructions 
from tho committee, bills of quantities wero 
propared, involving a largo amount of work. 
For theBO quantities our charge (which is en- 
tirely outaide tho fivo por cent, commission) 
was upwards of $3,000 oalculated on a mod- 
erate basiB. Payment of this amount was 
refused and a compromise of $1,500 offorod 
which for obvious reasons we woro obligod 
to accept. This payment waa mado early 
last year, with tho condition attached that 
tho plans and specifications would not bo 
paid for until the work of construction ia 
proceeded with. Tho present position, in 
•hort, is that Evers & Keith have received 
$750 for premium and $1,500 for bills of 
quantities, whilo the commission on plans 
and specifications is Btill outstanding.

Austria's Commercial Relations With 
Russia— Battle Between Brit- 
ish Forces and Slavers. 



London, May 27.— Rt. Hon. W. E. Glad- 
stone is rapidly recovering and is iu excel- 
lent spirits. 

Lo Giulois, of Paris, publishes an inter- 
view with SenuiorSt. Hiluire, in which ho 
euye President Carnot is destitute of tho 
(juulitiea nuct.saary to govern a country like 
Franco. Oaly » strong government, ho 
says, can oopo with tho situation. Lo 
Gaulois sayB if President Carnot cannot 
form a combination cabinet ho will declare 
that he is not a candidate for ro-electiou. 
M. Peytrul has declined the task of forming 
a Cibioet, and urg-d Prtnident Carnot to 
summon M. Bourgeois who declined, aB did 
also M. Brisson. 

Guerin, Beaulieu and Giiuch, anarchists, 
have b-en arrested in Paris. Tho latter is 
worth ."{.000,000 franca, and has made a will 
bequeathing .SUO.OOO franca to anaiciiiat com- 
rades in ciso of his death. 

It is said Lord Frederick Roberts, for- 
merly conimandor-in-chief of tho army in 
India, will suocoed Lord Wolsoley as com- 
mander in Ireland. 

In tho lower house of tho Rcichsrath yes- 
terday tho announcement was mado on bo- 
half of the Austrian ministry of commerco 
of the conclusion of a commercial treaty 
>"-icli Russia on tho favored nation basis. It 
\. as also announced that tho government in- 
tended to intioduco in autumn billB to roviso 
the trade laws and to establish labor tribun- 
als to doal with labor disputes. 

Some idea of the keenness of tho compe- 
tition existing among tho theatrical man- 
agers of London may bo gathered from tho 
fact that an American dancer is appearing 
nightly in the Trafalgar, tho Strand and 
Terry's, iD different dances, and with great 
success at oach establishment. Tho theatres 
huvo been compelled to adopt the music 
hall system on account of the faat that 
managers are forced to furnish extra at- 
tractions in addition to their regular bill of 
fare, if they enter into competition with 
the Fo-callcd popular business. 

A great battlo has boen fcught near Like 
Nyassa between British forces and slavers. 
Makoj'ra, chief of tho slavers, attacked 
Fort Maguire, a British post, at the head of 
"200 warriors. Major Edwards, in com- 
mand of 200 troops, defended the fort. 
The natives sustained a crushing defeat 
and fled. They were purBued by a portion 
of the British foroe, and the latter found 
103 Blavers 6V»d, in addition to a Urge 
number of wounded. Makajira then sur- 
rendered. 

Bryan Houghton Hodgson, F. R. S., B. 
C. L., is dead. He was born near Maccles- 
field, on Fobruary 1, 1800. 

By the stoamer Arawa, which left Syd- 
ney on May 18, the first contingont of dele- 
gates to the Colonial Trade Conferonce sailed 
for Canada. Among them was Sir Henry 
John Wrixson. member of the legislative 
assembly and ox-attorney-general of Vic- 
toria, and Messrs. Simon Fraser and Nicho- 
las Fitzgerald, members of tho legislative 
council of tho same colony. 

Twenty members of the executive com- 
mittee of tho Roumanian National party 
have been sentenced to terms of imprison- 
ment varying between eight months and five 
years. Three otherB who had been tried 
were found innocent and were released. Tho 
twenty-throe prisoners were acousod of se- 
dition and treason in publishing a pamphlet 
whioh denounced the act of union of Austria 
and Hungary. 

TO SOBDUK COXEY. 

Connecticut War Veterans OfT«r Their Services 
to the President. 

New York, May 26 —Thirty war veter- 
ans have arrived in Now York on their way 
to Washington where they intend to offer 
their services to President Cloveland in sub- 
duing the Coxeyites. Capt. Frederick R. 
Hendricks is in command. During tho war 
Capt. Hendricks was a member of the Ninth 
regiment of Connooticut. When tho army 
was organized Captain Hendricks Btrongly 
disfavored it. In ^Bridgeport he found a 
number of old war companions who 
were just itching to oust Corey. Armed 
with an honorable discharge (rem hiB regi- 
ment and letters of introduction from tho 
mayor and chief of police of Bridgeport ho 
began a canvaBS for tho Nutnu-g Btato. He 
could find but thirty ox-Boldiers to under- 
take to march to tho capitol. Aftor being 
reviewed by tho mayor thoy started our, 
wearing their GAR. uniforms, with 
blank-'s and havi-rsaoks thrown over their 
sSou'dnH I'hnmas J. Howell, of tho FirBt 
Masnaoi.ujot.iH c.vmlry, was the bugler, and 
along tho line of march tho army hiB boen 
royally received. 

" NOTOtUOCS NO. 1" 

He GiveB the Full Story of the Irish Revolu- 
tionary Party. 

London, May 26.— Tho St. James' Ga- 
zette has announced tho approaching publi- 
cation of a book written by JameB Tynan, 
the notorious "No. 1," who waa so long 
sought after in oonuection with the llurke 
and Cavendish murdor in Fnceaix Park, 
Dublin, in 1882. Tho book will, it is said, 
give the full stories of tho murders and doal 
exhaust ivi-ly with tho movements of tho 
Irish revolutionary party and parliamentary 
parties since 1881. The St. James' Guzotte, 
in commenting on the work, BB.yt: "It is 
not generally realized in England how tired 
the American revolutioni-its havo become of 
tho constitutional Homo Rule movement. 
These disclosures aro a symptom of tho in- 
creased unrest of tho physical force party, 
and are not unlikely to hasten the breaking 
up of the Irish party."

ARCHAEOLOGICAL DISCOVERY. 

Another Hidden Ancient City Unearthed In 
Mexico— Manifestly Twin Capitals. 

New Yokk, May 26.— A special to the 
Recorder from Mapimi, Mexico, says : Tho 
party of American archaeologists who left 
here a week ago on an ixploring trip to 
the recently discovered silent and deBorted 
city in the Sierra Madre mountains havo 
just returned, bringing a sensational story 
of tho discovery of another hidden city in 
the earns locality, about five leagues north 
of the first find. Tho second of these cities, 
is very similar to the first in appearanoo 
and ihoy wore ovidontly at one timo twin 
capitalB of a great and wealthy empire that 
existed long btfore tho time of tho Az»oca. 
The two cities aro connected by a series of 
underground passages, hewn out of Bolid 
rock in the precipitous mountains. It 
was while exploring one of those passages 
that tho Becond city was discovered. It 
also lies in the bottom of a deep baBin of 
mountains, and no exit, except by way of 
the underground paBsagee, could be found. 
This was all of tho information that oould 
be obtainod.

Something About An Individual Who Is Said 
to Be About to Sue for Illegal 
Detention.

He told a remarkablo atory of his alleged 
discovery of tho ark on Mount Ararat. His 
pratingB upon the Bubject finally resulted 
in hiB being examined, adjudged insane and 
incarcerated in an asylum. Nouri claimed 
that ho was sent to the asylum through Dr. 
George Smith, at whose houso ho resided, 
Smith's object being to obtain possession of 
monoy and documents belonging lo him. He 
shortly obtainod his freedom through tho in- 
strumentality of persons who had become 
Interested in his case, when ho preferred 
charges against Smith, whioh were dismissed 
in tho police court. Nouri subsequently 
went East ond had almost been forgotten 
until an announcoment in the London dis- 
patches of his intention to institute suit 
against tho United ScateB government for 
being unlawfully deprived of his liberty.

" APPROPRIATIONS." 

A great deal of nnnaenso appears in tho 
Opposition nowspapers about " appropria- 
tions." And much of what ia said, bosides 
being nonsensical, is hyproeritical. Every- 
one knows that the polioy of any Govern- 
ment in this Province that is worth its salt 
muBt be a policy of development. Tho 
country ia now ; all its resources are to o 
vory great extent undeveloped. Tbo work 
of its Government is to improve it as far as 
their means will permit. It order to oarry 
on improvements " appropriations " and the 
aid of the credit of the Government are 
absolutely necessary. It i3 tho easiest 
thing in the world for an unscrupulous 
Oppoairion to represent that tho money 
which is epent by the Government in a dis- 
trict to make its resources available ia a 
bribe to buy tho votes of its inhabitants. 
This can bo asserted, no mattor hosv much 
the money is needed, and how urgently and 
how often it has beon asked for. If 
the money had not been appropriated 
the very same newepapera that accuse 
the Government of bribing tho people 
with their own money would complain bit- 
terly that thoy, having no sympathy with 
the struggling Bettlors, neglected the dis- 
tricts. And thoro would be some reason in 
this complaint. It is easily seen that the 
Government which energetically and judi- 
ciously make the beBt use of the means at 
their disposal to help the people to improve 
the Province ia tho best Government which 
it can have. At ito present stage of ad- 
vancement its greatest and most urgen; 
need is development. Its inhabitanta all 
see this, and const queutly applications for 
Governmental assistance c imo from all parts 
of the country. Do the people mako these 
applications because they want to ba bribed ? 
To suggest this, as the Opposition nowspa- 
pers are continually doing, is to wantonly 
inBult them. They ask for public works of 
ono kind and another because they feel the 
want of them every day, and becauBO they 
are convinced that if they had them their 
progress would bo greatly facilitated and 
hastened. It ia the merest clap-trap to say- 
that booauao the Government liaton to tho 
applicants and do what they canto comply 
with their requests thoy aro " bribing the 
people with their own money." They are, 
in fact, carrying out tho polioy which thoy 
inaugurated aomo years ago, and of which 
the people have signified thoir approval time 
and pg \in. 

Tho Oppoeition, if thoy are sincere, 
would, if tho people olovated them to 
power, change this policy. They would cut 
down the appropriations, thoy would turn u, 
deaf our to the applications of the different 
districts and municipalities for aid, and tell 
them sternly that they did not propose, by 
giving them tho help thoy aekod for, to 
bribo them with thoir own money. Con- 
sistency would require them to givo this 
vory offensive answor to applications for ap- 
propriations. They surely would not be so 
glaringly inconsistent as to practise when 
in power tho policy they had ao vehemently 
and ao continuously condemned when in Op- 
position. They would aurely scorn to be 
tho slavish imitators of tho policy of tho 
Uavio Government. 

Tho Times Linda fault with tho leader of 
tho Govornmont for talking about tho im- 
provements that tho district in which he 
happens to bo speaking needs, and it sancti- 
moniously rebukes tho electors of Vancouver 
for bringing to his attention a number of tho 
requirements of thoir city. As tho policy of 
tho Government is, boforo and abovo every- 
thing else, a policy of progress and improve- 
ment, it iB tho most natural thing in the 
world that the Premior when he addresses 
them should talk about progreaa and im- 
provement. A practioalatatosman discourses 
upon practical Bubjeots in a praotical way. 
It waa not to bo oxpootod that Mr. Davie 
should talk to those who attond public 
meetings on subjects in whioh they take no 
interest. 

Tho organ of tho Opposition in ordor to 
givo tho apnoaranoe of plausibility to its 
bribery theory trios to convoy tho impres- 
sion that it io those districts only whioh sup- 
port the Govornmont that have any ohanco of 
getting a fair share of tho appropriations. 
Tho Hon. Mr. Divio hiniBoIf, at Now West- 
minster, Cowichan and olsowhoro somo time 
ago demonstrated that this had not been the 
oaso iu tho paBt, and would theroforo not 



likoly be the case in the future. He showed 
that tho appropriations had been fairly dis- 
tributed over the whole Province, the 
needs of a district and not its political com- 
plexion having boon considered by the Gov- 
ernment. This makes it clear that what 
tho Opposition condorrn ia the polioy of 
progress and improvement itaelf. What 
bhoy roally objoot to ore tho appropriations 
thcniBolvos and not tho manner of their dis- 
tribution. Tho whole of thoir criticisms on 
tho Government's courso shows that they 
disapprove of a liberal expenditure for 
necossary works. Thoir oritlalsms prove that 
they aronarrow-mindod, abort-sighted, timid 
and unenterprising in the matter of expendi- 
ture. Thoy would in ordor to gain a repu- 
tation for ooonomy starvo tho public sorvico, 
put a stop to progress and bring improve- 
ment to a'atandstill. 



THE LAW VINDICATED. 

Tho Coxoyitea havo fallen upon ovil duys. 
Thoy aro finding to their coat that tho law 
haa atill somo force in tho United States. 
Tho delusion that they are tho monarchs of 
all thoy survey and that thoy can use tho 
proporty of their follow-citizons in any way 
that aoomB good to them ia boing rapidly 
dispelled. Thoy aro finding by painful ex- 
perience that railroad companies and tho 
goneral public havo eomo rights which thoy 
must respect, or suffer tho consequences of 
encroaching upon them and disregarding 
thorn. 

Twonty-nino fhombors of tho Washington 
State contingent which mado froo with tho 
property of tho Northern Pacific Railway 
Company havo beon tried by Judgo Hanford 
and sontenced to sixty d»ya' imprisonment 
in the ponitontiary on McNeil's Island. Tho 
punishment ia not aevere, and tho number 
punibhod is few, but tho leason taught ia 
salutary aud cannot fail of boing followed 
by good effects. 

Mou who havo poculiar idoas about tho 
curroncy and of tho right of citizens to be 
employed by the State, now find that 
thoso peculiar ideaa will not be accepted 
as a justification whoa thoao who entertain 
thorn violato the laws of tho land. Judge 
Hanford looked upon thoir offence in tho 
cold and dispassionate manner in which 
judges are wont to rogard the aots of men 
who break tho laws. Ho did not allow 
politics, ao called, to stand in tho way of 
his administering the law in a perfectly im- 
partial and we may say scientific manner, 
Ha looked upon the men before him not as 
politicians but as citizens accueod of an 
offeuco against the law. The issue whioh 
ho tried was a legal iaauo pure and 
simple. He found that tho men had 
broken the law, and on that ground 
and that ground alono ho convicted and pun 
ished them. Ho had no more to do with the 
economic doctrines they hold than he bad 
with thoir religious views. And it is for- 
tunate for tho peoplo of Washington State 
that there are judges in tho land who aro 
not politicians on the lookout for votes, but 
pure and determined administrators of tho 
law, who have tho courugo to decide accord 
ing to its principles and its provisions, lot 
tho men who voto and the men who seek 
voteB say or do what they may. 

Wo find that there are judges of tho Han 
ford kind in other States besides Washing 
ton. In Montana, whoro the CoxeyitoB and 
their sympathisers wore particularly 
bold, there is a Judgo Knowlcs, who 
treated train-stealers simply as train-steal 
crB. Ho sentenced tho ringleader of the 
gang to six montha' imprisonment in the 
county jail, and forty cf his accomplices to 
sixty days each in tho samo necessary insti- 
tution. There may be peoplo in tho State 
of Montana who look upon the men under 
going punishment for a very serious of 
fence as patriots and martyrs, but wo think 
that tho great majority of the people of tho 
United Statea will conclude that considering 
tho nature of their ofleuco they havo been 
very leniently doal with. 

Coxoy himself, as our readers know, is 
sharing tho fate of his followors in Mon- 
tana and Washington State. Ho was " run 
in " for a violation of tho municipal 
laws of tho City of Washington and 
"scut up" like any other offender 
against civic law. It docs not appear that 
there aro very many in tho United States 
who believe that he is suffering undeservedly 
for tho sake of his country. All know that 
ho offended against tho civic law coolly aud 
deliberately, trusting to tho uotorioty ho 
hud gained and tho popularity that ho be 
lieved he enjoyed, to shield him from prose 
cution and punishment. That ho found ho 
had committed u very glaring blunder when 
he sot the law at defianoo, and that the 
verdict of tho people of tho United StateB 
ia virtually " Berved him right," are matters 
on which all believers in tho supremacy of 
law aro to bo congratulated. They are alao 
to bo congratulated upon tho fact that 
Coxoy found his belief that ho and his 
army of tramps could tako the Congress of 
tho United States by storm to be as great a 
delusion as waB over ohorished by the 
craziest pationt in a hospital for tho insane. 



THE DEFENCE OF THE SOUND. 

The visit of tho Honorable Hilary A. 
Herbert, soorotary of tho navy, to the Pa- 
cific Coaat haa naturally diroctod tho 
thoughts of American newspaper editors 
and othora to tho defenco of tho cities of 
tho Pugot Sound. Seorotary Herbert, at a 
banquet givon to him in Tacoma, spoke in 
very high terms indood of that groat body 
of water and of its importanoo to the United 
States, This is what ho said : 

What tho Mediterranean Sea waa to tho 
anoient world, this Pugot Sound muat bo to 
tho surrounding country, In somo reBpocts 
this sea of yourB ia hotter and must bo 
greater than the Mediterranean, for that Boa 
was unnecessarily wido ond was conse- 
quently stormy at timoB. This Pugot Sound 
ia not only tho most bouutiful, but I assort 
that it is tho greatest body of water in tho 
world. (Long continued appluuse. ) You 
havo got more water front, more land 
locked harbor than all the othor states on 



tho Atlantio and Paoific oceans. You have 
here the foundation of a great state and the 
people who are to make it achieve its des- 
tiny. Your future looks toward China, 
Japan and the rest of tho cast. If you are 
to become great in commerce that is the 
way you must look. In that direction you 
will roach not only to Ch' ja and Japan, but 
to Russia with her teeming millions of pop- 
ulation to buy from you. You must have 
wise laws that shall encourage all this inter- 
change between the nations. 

The Soorotary's speech was eminently 
pacific. There waB not an allusion to war 
ia it, or to the defencsless oondition of the 
cities of tho Sound, from the boginnsDg to 
tho ond. But the Post-Intelligencer sup- 
plies tho deficiency of tho Secretary's apeeoh 
It onters into a long disquisition about the 
dofence of the Sound and the protection 
which fortifications scientifically placed 
could give its cities. 

Tho United Statos Booms to bo in no hur- 
ry to fortify any part of its coast. It is 
building aomo great ships for harbor and 
coaat defence, but boyond this it ia making 
no preparations against invasion. Tho great 
cities on the Atlantic seaboard aro in almost 
as defenceless a condition as are tbo oities of 
Puget Sound. The people of the Unitea 
States have evidently no foar of tho foreign 
invador. lioing at poaco with all the 
world and conacious of their own pacific 
intentions they appear to think it impossible 
that any great naval power would dream of 
taking advantage of the dofenooleBS con- 
dition of their maritime cities. Besides, 
they may believe that a great naval power 
would pay very dearly for any temporary 
advantages it might gain if it made an 
enemy of tho United States by damaging or 
destroying any of their cities on cither the 
Atlantio or the Pacific coaat. Their faith 
in tbo peace ful intentions or tho prudence of 
foroign nations posaoBsing great IloetB may 
bo well grounded, but wo cannot help think- 
ing it rash to loave thoir great and rich oities 
noar tho soa ao inadequately defended. Our 
neighbors of Seattle und Tacoma appoar to 
bo also of this opinion, and we muBt say that 
wo do not wonder at tho uneasiness they 
sometimes display.

RIOTOUS MINEKS. 



Troubles at Cripple Creek aud Other 
Points of a Most Serious 
Character. 



Troops Called Out to Enforce Law 
and Order— The Parties in 
Collision. 



Denver, May 20.— The riot at Cripple 
Creek to-day resulted in the killing of two 
men, Robideau, a deputy sheriff, and Goo. 
Crowley, u miner, and tho wounding of a 
half-dozon miners. At sundown to-night 
tho Governor called out tho entire militia 
of tho state, inoluding the artillory with 
Catling guns. A meeting of tho captains 
of companies was held, and it is rumored 
they may diaobey the Governor's orders. 
Both the Governor and troops aro in sym- 
pathy with the minora. Tho miners aro 
masaed on Bull hill and are in oomploto 
possession to-night. Deputies 300 strong 
aro massed down the oanon. It ia bolievod 
here tho miners intend to assault them 
to-night and blow them up with dynamite. 
Governor Waite says to-day that ho will 
probably issue a proclamation calling on all 
armed citizsnB to resume their daily voca- 
tion, and upon all lawless bodies to dis- 
perse. He terms the deputies at Cripple 
Creek a lawless body, and declares they 
muBt take cognizance of his order to dis- 
perse. 

Puebla, May 20. — Three companies of 
militia left for Cripple Creek at nine 
o'clock to-night by special train. 

La Salle, 111., May 20 — A mob of 400 
strikers, all foreigners, seized a train at 
Spring Valley late this afternoon and came 
to this city. They were met on the out- 
skirts by three companies of militia. The 
mob was routed and a largo number of ar- 
rests were made. One striker was shot in 
the head. The militia chargod with fixed 
bayonets and fired a volloy in the air 

Springfield, 111., May 26.— Governor 
Altgeld to day received many calls for 
arms, ammunition and troops. Rifles and 
ammunition were sent to the sheriff of Li 
Salle county for use at Marseilles, also to 
Daville for use at the Mission Field mine. 
The sheriff of Christian county at Pana 
wired for troops late this ovening, sf.ating 
that several thousand miners were gather- 
ing there and that trouble was imminent. 
Tho Governor at Bix o'clock ordered Col. 
Clever of the 5th infantry to proceed at once 
to Pana with five companies of his command. 

At 11 o'clock Col. Clever left here with 
Company C of Springfield, H of Decatur, 
I of Jacksonville, and E of Petersburg, on u 
special train over the Baltimore fc Ohio 
route. They will be joined at Taylorvillo 
by Company B, and should arrivo at Pana 
about midnight. The National Guarda 
of Illinois, outside of Chicago, aro 
pretty %voll occupied, and will have 
about all the business thay can well 
attend to. Adjutant-General Orondorff has 
received a telegram from L» Salle a vying 
that a mob of 200 from Lulil captured a 
train in order to come to La Salle. Tho 
troops met aud captured forty, marched 
them to the county lino and released thnm. 
Six who wero armed are held now as prison- 
ers in the camp. No trouble is expected to 
night. General Orendorff and Lieuten- 
ant David G. Baker, U. S. regiment, 
loft for Pana at 11 o'clock to-night. 

CRIPPLE Cheek, Col., May 26 —One man 
was killed and several wouudod before 
dawn to-day, tho result of an attack by 
minors on a train containing deputies. Tho 
loss to the deputies ia not known. Tho 
miners say fifteen of them wore killed. Tho 
minors returned here with their wounded. 
It is now denied that any more 
wero killed by dynamito. Tho strikers 
are encamped on Bull Hill, noar tho 
Strong mine. Every stranger is in- 
tercepted and not allowed to proceed towards 
town unless able to satisfactorily anBwer all 
questions. Tho BtreotB of Cripplo Creek 
and Victor are patrollod by armed minere. 
Two wagono loaded with powdor and cart- 
ridges for the mines have been captured by 
the strikers. Deputiea are awaiting rein- 
forcements. Superintendent McDonald and 
Foreman Robinson, of tho Strong mine, aro 
missing. 

Tkrre Haute, Ind., May 20 — Eight, 
hundred miners, who came hero on a K'g 
Four. train from Grant on the way to drivo 
tho men from tho Pana mills, aro still here. 
Tho railroad officials have demandod that 
tho authorities drivo tho men from tho train 
but they refuse. The mayor says tho rail- 
way should take them away. Tho miners 
are preventing Big Four engines from coal- 
ing at Coal Bluff. Tho strikers culled on the 
mayor for food to-day but ho refused to fur- 
nish it. Tho Big Four officials called on tho 
sheriff to drivo tho striking miners from tho 
property of tho company and prevent them 
from interfering with coaling trainB at Coal 
Bluffs. Tho sheriff replied that there was 
no disorder, but ho stood ready to do his 
duty when called. Mayor Rosa tried to 
porsuado the men not to go to Pana, but 
they replied, " To Pana or bust 1" 

CLEARFIELD, Pa., May 20. — Five hun- 
dred miners visited Woodland this morning 
to stop tho mon from working. Tho situa- 
tion in Housedalo district is grave. 

Pana, Ills., May 20.— Tho situation 
grows more serious overy hour. LateBt 
dispatches say that moba aro en routo from 
every seotion, Tho troops ordered hero by 
the govornor have arrived with Col. J. Clo- 
vor in command. Evorytl\ing at this hour 
(midnight) is quiet. The troops havo 
camped and pluced soveral oompanies at 
each shaft. 

Brazil, May 20. — A mob of miners soized 
a passenger train on tho Chicago and East- 
orn to-night aud domanded that tho crow 
carry them to a shaft a fow miles from horo, 
where " scabs " were working. Tho crow 
refused and tho mob sido-traakod tho traiu, 
refusing to allow it to proceod.

Helena, Mont., May 26 —About 300 
Coxoyites leave here in the morniDg for 
Fort Benton over the old Government rail- 
way. They will travel on foot aocompuniod 
by enough wagons to carry their provisions 
and blankets. They have been collecting 
hero for several days, most of them being the 
Butte contingent captured here on a atolcn 
train a month ago at Foraytho and brought 
back hero by tho troops. Tho city of Helena 
haa fittod them oui and will buy material 
for them to construcb boats at that place 
when they will bogiu drifting down tho 
atream. ThoBe peoplo aro mostly residents 
of the stato. No assistance will be given 
tho woalers from Washington stato who aro 
coming in fast. 

FRESNO, Cal., May 20. — Tho Common- 
weal army, numbering 302 men under com- 
mand of John Barker, reached Fresno at 4 
p.m. to day, aftor a march of eleven hours 
from Madera, twenty ono miloB distant. 
Tlioy intended to mako two marches of it 
and camp to-night at San Joaquin river, ton 
milos north of here, but they found no rations 
there and made their forced march to Freano. 
They wont to camp in the old park and ato 
supper, consisting of flapjacks and but little 
olse. Tho county and city officers refuse to 
take any official notice of them or extend 
thorn any aid. Citizene are preparing to 
help them from starving till they can move 
off. Many of them havo Bore feot and 
nuirly all are barefooted. Barker Bays they 
will go to Washington and will walk all the 
way. They must havo railroad transporta- 
tion ovor the hot country. The indications 
aro for rain to-night and they have no touts. 

GOVERNMENT SUPPORTERS. 

A Ifost Successful and Numerously Attended 
Meeting; at Vancouver— Some of the 
Sentiments Expressed. 

Vancouver, May 26.— (Special) — A very 
encouraging and largely attended mooting 
was held in the Government candidates' 
committee rooms to-night. Chairman Op- 
ponheimer delivered an address reviewing 
tho most prominent questions of tho day 
which wore clearly and concisely elucidated. 
Ho was attontivoly listened to and at tho 
conclusion was enthusiastically applauded. 

Mr. Howell, of tho Westminster News 
waa tho firat speaker. He said they had a 
sonBibln man at the head of tho Government 
—indefatigable and persevering— with tho 
ability to lead and possessing the 
traits of a great statesman. It re- 
mains for the peoplo to elect 
hia followers. All the charges against tho 
Government had disappeared as clouds bo- 
fore tho sunshine. Only one subjeot bad 
been left for tho Opposition to rant about, 
that was tho Nakusp & Slocan railway. 
Collusion was utterly diBproved, and it was 
further demonstrated that tho ohango of 
policy towards tho railway by tho Govern' 
ment had proved to bo beneficial. West- 
minster is safo. Mr. Curtis will bo elected 
by a substantial majority. In Dewdney tho 
Government will have 150 majority. He 
had been at tho Mission City meeting, and 
there was groat enthusiasm *or tho Govern- 
ment there. The beBt peoplo in overy com- 
munity are sustaining the Government. 

Mr. Tatlow said he would deal with 
porsonal matters. They were enter- 
ing on a contest that would bo 
decidedly a hot one, and would stand 
by it to tho last. All thoBO opposed to him 
wore personal frionds of his, and ho was 
not going to throw any mud, possibly there 
would bo on opposition member from here, 
but when in tho House he would still bo 
united with him as a friend for tho good of 
Vancouver. The three Government candi 
dates are accused of being real cstato men. 
"Iam," ho said, " indirecly a real estate 
man, but all my dealings oan bear 
the light of day, and tho others can say 
thoBame." He went on to explain hiB po 
eition with reBpect to the Parliament build 
ings and redistribution bill, and concluded a 
very effoctive address amid much applause. 

Sevrral other speakers followed, the meet- 
ing biiog of a most successful and cuthus 
iastic character.

WOMAN'S WORLD IN PARAGRAPHS. 

Where Could Ihey Find tha All Round 
Young Newspaper Woman? 
A lai'f;o HL'WspapiT I'Stiibli.HlniK-nt re- 
cently wanted an exohaugo editor. Tho 
ordinary tag clipper would not <lo. A 
person was wanted here who had a 
bright, eager mind and n living interest 
hi all that interested humanity. The 
new editor would have to bo acquainted 
with tho cm-rent quest ions of the day, 
from Gamer's talking baboons to 
schemes for municipal reform. He must 
have a, running knowledge of foreign 
politics, be acquainted with accounts of 
tho latest inventions and discoveries, 
know the respective ' 'views' ' of the gold- 
bugs, the free silverites and those who 
think they have exploded both the gold 
and silver theories and got a peg be- 
yond and want a currency resting on 
tho faith of the nation. The editor must, 
further, be up in social economics and 
woman's rights as far us they have got, 
must know the Briggs case, tho Park- 
hurst disturbance and tho Breckinridge 
unpleasantness. He must bo acquainted 
with the latest ideas on manual training 
and college football, as well ns gymnas- 
tic culture in girls' colleges. These are 
a fow of the things which the now ex- 
change editor should knew. If you lopk 
through tlw list, you will perceive that, 
formidable as it seems, thcro is not a 
thing in it actually beyond the knowl- 
edge and understanding of the thorough 
reader of newspapers, nothing that any 
really intelligent American should bo 
ignorant of. The firm would just as soon 
have had .a young woman as a young 
man in the place if they could have 
found a suitable one. They began search- 
ing among tho young newspaper women 
they know or had heard of. Hundreds 
apply to them every year for employ- 
ment, in dire distress some of them, with 
tears in their eyes. Manuscripts almost 
■enough to build Bunker Hill monument 
conio to them in a year from girls who 
think they have a mission to write. Yot 
when the firm looked about for the girl 
who could fill tho place, among all 
theso hundreds, even thousands, sh<) 
was nowhere. Two or three they could 
recall who could take tho desk, yet ev 
cry one of theso was already employed 
elsewhere tit hi^h pay. Now, whether 
yon are a newspaper woman or any oth 
er woman, fmd the moral to this story 
for yourself and go and learn something. 
Do learn something and learn it thor- 
oughly. Then the world will want you. 

Many yomig women declare they want 
a career more than they want a husband 
Thoy can have both if they secure tho 
career first. 

To mo the saddest, most humiliating 
thing in connection with that horror at 
Washington is tho fact that a woman 
could bo found in the United States who 
would marry William C. P. Breckin 
ridge. 

Tho Boston Globo had an amusing 
cartoon on tho subject of the passage 
by tho Massachusetts legislature of the 
bill granting municipal suffrage to 
women. A lady has on her right a good 
looking yonng man whom she holds fast 
by a string. This represents the Massa 
chusctts house. On her left is a grim 
old gentleman holding his spectacles 
and staring wildly before liim. This is 
tho senate, which tho lady has not yet 
roped. 

Of New York city papers Tue Press 
has come out openly and strongly for 
woman suffrage, The Recorder favors it, 
and tho editor of Tho Recorder woman's 
page, Mrs. Haryot Holt Gaboon, is a 
thoroughgoing advocate of it. Tho Sun 
announces editorially that it is not un 
friendly to woman suffrage. With jour 
nals like theso on our sido our cause is 
almost won. 

Two years ago a number of girls 
working in tho Indianapolis laundries 
established a co-operativo laundry of 
their own. It. is a joint stock concern 
and is called the Co-operative Union 
laundry. The capital stock was $5, 000, 
about two-thirds of which was paid in 
in cash at the start. The young women 
themselves elect from their own number 
a board of trustees, who control tho con- 
cern. Not understanding the direct 
financial management, they hired a man 
to attend to that for them. He proved 
faithful to his trust. The laundry has 
earned this year 5-1 per cent net on its 
capital and paid higher wages to its em- 
ployees than many other laundries do 
It is championed fortunately by the Cen- 
tral Labor union of Indianapolis.

RAGING RIVERS. 

Melting Snows Cause Great Freshets 'Which 
do Very Considerable Damage. 

Seattle, May 26.— The warm weathor 
his melted tho enow on the mountains so 
rapidly aB to cause great freshets in all the 
riverB and has produced a Berious flood. Tho 
Skagit, Fraser and Columbia rivers have 
overflowed all tho lowlands, Bwamped the 
crops and put the- towns of Mount Vernon 
and Hamilton under water. Traffic on the 
Great Northern and Northern Pacific road 
is blocked by the water, and great damage 
has been done to tho former road at Fir. 
Pasaengers arriving in the city reported 
that Green river was out of its banks. 
White and Puyallup rivers wero running 
bank full, Cedar river was still rising and 
tho Duwamiah, ' being unable to carry off 
the freehcta from all these Btroamu, had 
overflowed all tho lowlandB. 

The Great Northern west-bound train, 
• duo on Thursday night, did not arrive un- 
til 3:30 p.m. yesterday, owing to floods in 
the Wenatc'nee valley, the ono last night 
will not arrivo until some time to-day and 
no east bound train went out laBt night. 
Northern Pacific main line trains were also 
about twelve hours lato owing to trouble in 
the mountains, and the bridge gaDg was 
again called away yesterday to savo the 
Stuck river bridge. On the Groat North- 
ern cocst lines the Stillaguamish ovor- 
fl >wed the flats at its mouth and began 
washing out the bank, so that tho work 
train was hurried out in the afternoon. Su- 
perintendent Phelps, of tho Seattle & 
Northern, telegraphed that the Skagit was 
rising so fast that he doubted whether the 
passenger train oould make another trip to 
Hamilton. Tho Snohomish river is very 
high. Between Snohomish and Everett tho 
1'jwlanda are four to six feot. under water. 

New Westminster, May 20. — Tho 
weather is remai kably hot for this season 
and everv stream emptying into tho Fraser 
haa over Bowed its banks. Tho snow in the 
mountains is the deepest over known at thia 
time of the year, and if tho warm spoil con- 
tinues tho freshot ia bound to oxcecd the 
height reached in 1882, when the whole 
lowlying land on both sidea of the FraBer 
between Chilliwack and Weatminater was 
flooded. Tho farmerB havo suffored much 
damage already, but tho worat haa by no 
moons boen reached, tho freBhot promising 
to bo tho most destructive on record. 

Vancouver, May 26 — Thoro has been no 
through express over tho Canadian Pacific 
railroad for several days owing to washouts 
following a sudden hot spoil that melted the 
enow in the mountains. 

Portland, May 2G. — Tho warm woathor 
has melted the snow in tho mountains. caiiB- 
iDg the waters in tho Columbia and Wil- 
lamette to riao 23 feot above low-water 
mark. All tho lower wharves in thiB city 
havo b°cn abandoned, and a number of 
families living on tho flats in Lower Albina 
havo been compelled to move out. Thero is 
no current in tho rivor, as tho water is 
backed up from the Columbia. Advices 
from tho Upper Columbia stato that tho 
rivor ia rising rapidly.

QUEEN'S BIRTHDAY. 

How It Was Observed in England - The 
Papers Contain Glowing Accounts 
or ller Majesty. 

London, May 20 —Tho Queen's birthday 
was ushered in with tho ringing of bells and 
the firing of a royal Baluto at Windaor. By 
royal command tho ovent was appropriately 
observed at all tho Govornmont atationa, 
naval and military, outaido of London, but 
the great celebration was reserved for Fri- 
day, which was. tho anniversary of the 
birth of the Duchess of York, tho future 
king's consort. The Queen spent iho day 
quietly at Balmoral CaBtlo. In tho after- 
noon sho took a drive, accompaniod by the 
Prince and Princess Henry of llattenuurg, 
and tho Princess Victoria and Maud of 
Wales, who are visiting at tho castle. Con- 
gratulations were received by wire from the 
Czar, the Emperor and Empress of Ger- 
many, Preaidont Caruot, the Popo, the 
English ambassadors to foreign countries, 
and tho foreign ministers reaidont in Lon- 
don. 

Tho recognition of tho ovent is both gen- 
oral and generous, and ull'ords an illustra- 
tion of the oft-rcpeatsd declaration that 
year by year hor hold upou tho estoom aud 
affections of the paoplo is not only main- 
tained but increased. The city was decorated. 
There is au air of'rejoicing throughout Eng- 
land. Beginning at o'clock and continu- 
ing until afternoon, merry peala wero rung 
from tho bolfricB of Episcopal churches 
throughout tho country, whilo thero waB a 
general hoisting of flags on privato and pub- 
lic buildings and residences, and the Bhipa 
in the various harbora wero gay with bunt- 
ing. Tho public schools, in town and 
country alike, were closed, and in many in- 
stances tho pupils, after participating in 
patriotic exercises, winding up tho singing 
with tho national anthem, indulged in May 
fetes, or wore ontortainod with picnics and 
other forma of recreation by rnombers of the 
town councils. 

The Loudon papers, as well as tho prin- 
cipal dailies of the provinces containod 
glowing articles on Thursday congratulating 
tho country upon tho continued lifo and 
health (f the sovereign. Preparations are 
in progress in many places for celebrations 
ono month hence, whon the Queen will have 
reached the fifty-eevonth anniversary of her 
succession. \ 

The official celebration occurred to day. 
The trooping of colors took place on White 
Hall parade groundB, and woa witnessed by 
the Princo of Wales und othorB of tho royal 
family. Tho uaual birthday dinner took 
place this evening, and among others it ia 
leported that Henry Irving will be 
knighted.

To Regulate Hawkers and Peddlers. 

WHERKAS, in accordanco with the provi- 
sions of tho Municipal Act, 1892, and amenda- 
tory Acts thereto, tho Conned is empowered tc 
make, alter and repeal bj-lawa Inter alia to 
liconso, regulato and govern hawkers and pod- 
dlors in such mannor aB may bo deemed ex- 
pedient. 

Therefore tho Municipal Council of tho Cor- 
poration of tho City of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows 

1. Tho Hawkers and Peddlers Numbering 
By-law, 1893 (No. 188), is beroby ropoaled, and 
tho following by-law substituted therefor : 

2. Evory Hawkor or Poddlcr hawking or 
peddling within tho limits of tho City of Vic- 
totia shall nay a licenso too of $20 for evory six 
months, as provided by tho Rovonuo By-law, 
1893. 

S. Evory Hawkor or Peddler licensed undor 
tho Rovonuo By-law, 1893, shall at tho tlmo of 
tho issuo of his Urcnso rooeivo from tho Col- 
lector a plato bearing a number, which shall 
be affixed on a prominent placo on tho outsido 
of his wagon, cart or other vehicle or basket, 
or other recoptaclo for carrying or convoying 
hia goodi, wares or merchandise, and said 
plate shall remain thereon during tho period 
for which Iho lioou50 is granted, or in case 
more than ono baekot or other recoptaclo is 
carried by the licensee, then tho plato shall bo 
attached to ono of suon bask"ta or other re- 
ceptacles, and audi plate shall bo returned* to 
tho Colloo or at tho expiration of the torm of 
tho license, and may bo reissued by him. 

4. Any poraon convicted of a breach of this 
by-law shall forfeit airl pay at tin discretion 
of the onvioting magiitrato a penalty not ex- 
ceeding tho Bum of fifty dollars for each offence 
oxclusivoof costs, and in default of payment 
of iho said penalty and coata forthwith tho 
said penalty and coats or costs only may bo

Isolate him or her, and may stop, detain and 
oxamino any such porson, his or hor clothing 
and other effects until, In tho opinion of tho 
Medical Health Offlcor, tho poriod of incuba- 
tion of tho said contagious or infoctious dia- 
easo ehall havo boen complotod, and tho Bald 
Medical Health Olllcor may disinfect or causo 
to bo diainfootcd, at auch placo and in Biich 
manner na ho may consider moat convenient 
and bonoflo al to tho presorvation of public 
health, any such porson, his or hor clothing and 
eU'eota."

" GUILTY OF HERESY!" 

FrofeBsor Preserved Smith Condemned by tha 
Presbyterian General Assembly Sitting 
at Saratoga. 

Saratoga, N. V., May 2(5 —Tho Presby- 
terian general assembly yesterday received 
a telegram from the general assembly of the 
Southern Presbyterian church declining to 
re-open the question of organic union. The 
assembly was constituted a court for the 
trial of Dr. Henry Preserved Smith, the 
Cincinnati heretic. After tho reading of 
the records argument was begun by Dr. 
Smith, who stated that he proposed to 
argue only six grounds of tho appeal, in- 
stead of twelve. The argument at tho start 
concerned tho existence of p/ejudico in the 
members of tho Prebbytory which originally 
tried him. 

It was further shown that tho regular 
order prescribed for judicial process by the 
constitution of the church had not boen 
complied with in tho preliminary stages be- 
fore tho beginning of the actual trial. The 
third point- argued was that the charges 
were fatally defective in that they did not 
formulate the dootrine against which ti e 
offence was alleged. Prof. Smith then 
argued that the implication of the charge 
contained a contradiction of tho true Pres- 
byterian doctrine, Mr. Smith went on to 
Bhow tho Washington City assembly evaded 
the issue raised by the doctrine of the con- 
fession in failing to declare that the Scrip- 
tures not only " aro tho words of God," but 
are " inerrant." To aay the original auto- 
grapha " were " inerrant makes it necofaary 
to say that the Holy Scriptures " were " the 
word of God. But, on the contrary, the 
doctrine set forth by the confession was 
staled to be that tho Bible, as contained in 
tho present Hebrow and Greek oopieB, " in 
tho present arbiter of present controversies." 
The next objection had reference to the 
identity of the two charges on which he was 
found guilty, and the luck of definitcness in 
their allegations. 

This assembly confirmed tho judgment of 
the Cincinnati presbytery, finding Prof. 
Henry Preserved Smith guilty of heresy at 
4:30 o'clock to-day by an overwhelming 
vote. This result was reached after a tire- 
some trial during which the five huodred 
judges were kept in closo attendance upon 
the sossion. Two duyB were devotod to argu- 
ments of the oaae. Speeches were made by 
l(i'2 of the judges and then the vote was 
taken. During the deliberations Prof. Smith 
sit on the platform beaide his friend Prof. 
Moore of Andover, manifesting deep 
interest in the proceedings. Prot. Smith 
know the result beforo tho tellers bad 
countod (heir tallies, but sat apparently un- 
concerned in full view of tho audience. 
When tho result was announced and the 
court adjourned, Prof. Smith took up hiB 
hat and coat and calmly walked from the 
church. 



TEMPERANCE CONGRESS.

Francisco Saloons Ono Evening— 
Keeley Day. 

San Francisco, May 2G.— To-day was 
" Keeloy day " at tho temporanco congress. 
Hon. J. McComas, in calling tho meeting to 
order, made tho startling statement that re- 
cently a count was kept on young men en- 
tering tho saloons of San Franoisco between 
6 p.m. and 12 midnight. In ono night it 
was found that exactly 32,000 went in on 
that night. This was u frightful state of 
affairs, and something should bo done to 
save young men. Rev. J. Q. Adama, of 
San Francisco, spoke on " Tho Keeley cure, 
its theory, practice and results," and Rev 

F. S. Brush, of Alameda, delivered an 
address on " W T hat I have seen of the 
Keeley cure."

IT WAS "KELPIE'S" DAY- 

The Seattle Flag Yacht Wins From All Her 
Klvals In a Gale. 

When yesterday morning dawned on the 
yachting fraternity it introduced a period 
of anxiety and regret— regret at having 
miased an almost ideal day, and anxiety aa 
to how its successor would turn out. The 
wind came in Bhort puff,), occasionally 
dying out altogether, and at 10 o'clock it 
became evidont that tho raco could not 
start at 11 o'clock, if ut all. One ufter 
another the groat fleet crept around the 
outer wharf and slowly stood away to get 
room for tho tack to Finlayson Point. It 
was an anxious time. Between the poiDt 
and tho Sun Pedro tho wind appeared to 
die out entirely, and each boat as it struck 
the fatal spot came to a standstill. 

But now away to tho Bouth a blaok line 
came sweeping across the water. An idly 
flapping sail on the outer ed^enf the fleet 
suddenly filled and with a graceful list, ono 
after another of tho vessels caught the gUBt 
and bowled merrily up toward tho starting 
lino. It hid come to stay. Thoro waB no 
longer any doubt aboutit. Knowing ones cast 
an eyo across tbo straits and muttered, 
"bad day for small craft " The greatest 
fleet that ever ea'h>>rod in Pugot Sound waB 
not to bo dispersed without a brush. 

At 11.45 tho breezo freshened, and up 
came tho Ranicr, first to arrivo at ihe start- 
ing buoy. The firat gun went at 12 22 by 
the judges boat time, which was eight miu 
utes slower than the starter's time. To 
avoid confusion all times mentioned will bo 
computed in starter's time. 

At 12 10 tho second gun fired, and up 
rushed the line cf class A in splendid chape 
Edna 11. crossed tho line at 12tl, 4 01. 17 sec ; 
Doris, at 1-1:30; M>th, 44:40; Valage, 
44:42 ; Foam, 44:45 ; Potrel, 45:03 ; Rain- 
ier, 45:10 ; Kolpie, 45:15 ; and tho Dawen- 
deena, ut 45:40. 

Down the reach to the turning buoy the 
Myth was well in tho lead and drawing well, 
•"'ith tho Edna M. closo at her heels, the 
F.)um thitd, Rainier fourth, ond Doris and 
Petrol racing for fifth place, tho Kelpie al- 
ready slightly lapping and tho Dawendeona 
abouc six boat-longths in tho rear. Tho 
start had been beyond a doubt one of the 
beat ever witni Ba :d in any race. 

The turnirg buoy uai reac'ied in the 
followirg order and time : Myth, 12:52:25 ; 
RdnaM, 52:30; Rainier, 52:34; Volage, 
52:50; Foam, 53:10; Petrel, 53:35 ; Kelpie, 
53:50 ; Doria, 54:15, und|D»wondo ma, 54:34 

At 1 o'clock the Mytn was a full quarter 
of a mile iu tho lead. Tho remainder were 
bunctiod and evidently bein« worked for all 
they were worth, every inch of canvas sot, 
and drawing under a gradually Btiffoning 
brer zo. 

At 1 o'clock class B got away, tho Eddie 
McKuy in tho load, followed by tho Maggie 
and Progress in closo order, and the O. K. 
right on hand ; and away they spod for the 
turning buoy. 

At four minutes paat ono tho Myth was 
nearly a half mil o in tho lead, and in a 
bunch tho ElnaM. second and Rainier a 
closo third. Stronger blew tho wind and 
down camo the.Rainior'agulF lopsail, followed 
by the jib topsail of tho Potrel. The Edna 
M. hold out bravely, and tho Kolpio with 
every stitch set gained on the Rainier and 
for a moment looked ns if she would blanket 
her. Pausing tho Rainier the Kolpio gained 
on tho Edna M. and tho intereat deepened. 
Heio and theio a streuk of white showed 
along tho topB of the waves — plainly there 
would bo rough work before the courso was 
run. 

Tho Potrel waB goirg to leoward, the 
bunch broken, and at 1:11 tho Kolpio passed 
tho EdnaM. well to windward. About three 
minutea luter, tho Rainier passed tho Edna 
M. and plunged after the Kelnio which with 
ruil under and all convaa still set waB rac- 
ing down on tho second buoy. This was 
rounded by the Myth at 1 17, 
the othors coming up strong with 
tho Kolpio at 1 21, Rainier 1.22 und Edna 
M. 1 23 ; making a alight gain by a clovor 
pilol'a luff. Tho Myth turned into the homo 
stretch at 1.30:16, and around tho third 
hnoy swung th« K'dpio ab 1 34:2.'), holding 
her own with t o Myih but unable to gain, 
as hot topmast staysail was forced in. Tho 
Rainier made tho turn at 1 37:20, wearing 
round, afraid to run the risk ot jibing. Tho 
E Ina M. heolod over almost on her beam 
ends but jibed, taking tho tremendous risk 
tho other refused and crossing at 1 40:03 ; 
tho Volage turned at 1 10:4S. carrying awuy 
hor jib t> psail ; tho D w;ndeo a mado it at 
1 47:50 ; uiu F am went to windward for re- 
pairs, and the Doriea turned with a plunge 
at 1 48 ; a fow seconds later tho Petrel 
came round. 
And now a glanco at the second buoy I 



shows the Eddie McKay, topsail down, 
rounding at 1.52 ; the O. K. 1 55 ; and 
down tho Progress' mainsail for a reof. Tho 
Eddio McKay mado tho turn at 2 o'clock 
sharp, and 30 seconds later the Progress 
swung round, and with a free wind passed 
her 

Horo on tho othor oourso camo tho 
Plunger and Star of class D, round the 
buoy und raciug away homo at 2 04. At 
Bevon minutes paat two tho Daisy Bell 
(claao C) swung round the sooond buoy and 
staggered away toward Esquimult all hands 
bailing. 

The Myth completed tho firat round at 
1.48:57,tho Kelpie at 1 52:0 and tho Riinior 
at 1 55:28 ; the Myth had refused to take in 
cloth and in rounding tho firat buoy paid 
the penalty ; a gust caught her coming 
around and splash she went over. This 
left class A practically in tho hands of tho 
Kolpio and Rainier crows, and they sped 
awuy, eaoh afraid to loosen a stitoh. Tho 
second round dosed with the Kelpie lead- 
ing over the liuo at 3 14:39, tho Rainier a 
good second at 3 1S:04, and the Dawen- 
deeno third at 3:34. Tho Edna M. camo 
in fourth. 

Iu olasB B the O. K. finished the fi-st 
round at 2 16, and tho second ut 3 47:53, 
winning the ruco, the Eddio McKay tailing 
second and Piogress third place. 

Class C was especially unfortunate The 
Garland and La Paloma mado ono round, 
passing tho homo buoy at 2 51 and 2.53:27, 
but were unablo to eo on for 
Bono time. Tho Storm King though 
splendidly handled could not stand 
tho torrilic strain and failed to finish. The 
air chambers alono Baved tho Daisy Bell. 
After a long struggle tho Garland and La 
Paloma made tho second round and were 
placod by tho judges, the Garland first, La 
Paloma socond. 

The olass D contests were also excellent. 
Tho Plunger mado tho first round at 2 25:40 
and tho Star at 2 20.32 ; tho Mascott camo 
in at 2.34:22. In the Becond round the Star 
crossed tho line at 3 48:47 and tho Plunger 
at 3 40:31. This gives the first prize to tho 
Star. 

" Tho Myth's foro-sheot was handled by a 
greon hand ; " such is tho explanation 
offered for the fact that the Myth went over 
at the turn. A small boat containing a crew 
of men-of-war's mon apod down to tho res 
cue and by some splendid work gathered 
up tho orow. Part of these woro taken by 
tho Valkyrie and all woro Bafely landed 
none tho worse for tho wetting. Tho Myth 
is not materially damuged. 

Tho Viotoria lost her ruddor yoaterday 
and had to bo givon a tow. Tho Doris 
parted her ahrouda and was forcod to give 
up. The Volago lost tho top half of hor 
mast near tho closo of the raco, and had to 
bo towed in by the judge's steamer. 

THE FORMAL PRESENTATION. 

Leaders In the Pastimes of Sea ami Shore 
Publicly Receive tho KewarUs of Their 
Skill and Prowess. 

Tho experiment of a publio presentation 
of the prizes awarded in connection with 
tho Queon's Birthday celebration has proved 
decidedly popular, for the epacioua drill 
hall was densoly crowded last evening dur 
ing the hour when this was in progress. A 
platform — the usual band stand — had been 
erected in the centre of tho hall, and upon 
this tho handsome collection of prizes stood 
in full view, and they excited general ex 
presaions of admiration and of congratula 
tion of the proud winnors. Mayor Teoguo 
mado the distribution, associated with him 
being Messrs. J. B. Gordon, John Bradon, 
W. K. Tulloch and Beaumont Boggi, the 
indispensablo socrotary. The Mayor 
made a brief introductory address, 
explaining tho absence of tho other 
dignitaries who wero to havo graced the 
occasion with thoir presence, and announcing 
that the proceedinga would not bo so pro 
longed a8 to deprive thoso inqoieited of op 
portunily to see tho illuminations. Ho took 
the occaaion to announco the victory of the 
city riflemen in the oonte3t for tho Viotoria 
Challenge Trophy, and that thia handsome 
cup will in coustquenco find its way back 
from Nanaimo ; thia announcement being 
roceived with great applause, especially from 
the great number present directly interested 
in the militia. Tho Secretary then read tho 
names of the winners of the several events, 
and those in attendance thereupon camo for 
ward and received thoir aouvenira. The 
Mayor was quite happy ia his congratula- 
tions of tho winnors, and he very deftly 
pinned on tho medala whiah formed the 
bulk of tho prizes. The spectators 
showed their keen interest in the 
iffuir by the manner in which 
they singled out for tho greatest applause 
tho woll-tried favorites in tho various lines 
of sport, especially in connection with the 
regatta events, among those so honored 
being W. Scott, the senior sin_" 
scull champion; John Aden, who won tho 
junior honors in thia line; and Dan O'Sulli 
van, who received deafening opplauBe aa he 
appeared in his oharaotoriBtio role of loader 
of tho ohnmpion four-oared crew. The 
Naval men wero vociferously applauded in 
recognition of the rare Bport thoy afforded 
tho thousands of spectators of the regatta ; 
and Sorgeant Sparrow, tho trim and soldier- 
like representative of tho Royal Marino Ar 
tillery, received a perfect ovation as he 
camo forward to receive tho prizo which

When the presentation was over, and cheers 
had beon given for tho Queen, tho Navy and 
tho Mayor, the band of the Royal Arthur, 
who had rendered a selection of takiDg airs, 
making a promenade concert, beforo tho 
formalities commonoed, played " For thoy 
aro jolly good follows," and " God Save tho 
Queen," and tho proceedings thus termin- 
ated.

Tho last candlo flickered and went out, 
and only tho paper sholls swuug in lifeless 
blotches on tho night, It was ended, the 
Queon's Birthday colobration had paased in- 
to the roalms of history, and over against 
tho namo of tho city of Victoria ia written 
tho word "aucceas" with a largo, lurid 
capital " S." 

From tho many sources of entertainment 
tho citizens and visitors gathered on the 
principal streetB in tho ovening for juBt ono 
moro turn beforo saying good-by to tho 
brilliant scenes of tho past threo doye. The 
colobration committee dooided that no fire- 
works should bo given this year, but instoad 
arranged for an illuminated uquatio pugeant 
with land accessories, whioh tnoy considered 
would bo quite as acceptable to all con- 
cerned. 

On ouoh Bido of tho James Bay bridge 
woro strung rows of gay papor lanterns. 
The shore linos on both sides of the hay were 
outlined in a similar manner. Tho Viotoria 
Canoe Club houeo waa tastofully decorated 
with Btrings of lanterns. All Capt. Dan. 
Mcintosh's boats, burgeB and houses wore 
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lightod up. Aorosa the bay, tho JameB Bay 
Athletio Club had succeeded in crowning 
itself with glory. All the lines of their 
building and boat houses wero outlined 
with points of light, whilo the club initials 
Btood out in giant Biza from the front. Their 
decorations must havo oauaed a considerable 
amount of trouble and the olub are to bo com- 
mooded for their efforts. 

In tho harbor, tho shipping owners had 
rosponded to tho request of Hta Worship tho 
Mayor and the atauding rigging of tho vari- 
ous vosboIs bold ita full quota of colored 
lights. Tho U. S. lighthouse tender Colum- 
bine waa a bloze of color from atom to stern, 
and from time to time alio turned her pow- 
erful electric search lights over tho harbor, 
tho vast crowds gathered on the bridge, and 
tho shorea of the bay. 

Tho canoe club contributed a ploaBing 
featuro of the illuminations. In tow of a 
launch they strung out in a long line, each 
canoe lighted from end to end. In and out 
thoy wound among tho shipping, making a 
wonderfully attractive effect. Mrs. VV. S. 
Goro, who was chosen to act as judge of the 
boat decorated canoes, awarded tho firat 
prizo to J. F. White, and the second place 
to William Christie. 

The heavy gale during the afternoon waB 
responsible for tho loss of a number of 
lunterna, and the neglect to carry out some 
of tho details of the illumination. The band 
on a barge in tho harbor waB furnished by 
the Royal Arthur, and by its music, to 
whiah distance gave a considerable extra 
degree of enchantment, contributed materi- 
ally to the enjoyment of tho evening.
